Car Men Win | 
ar Men W 
Pay Increase; 
Fight Settl. 
t Settled 
BY THOMAS WREN. 
Chicago street car and elevated em- 
ployés yesterday settled by arbitra- 
tion with the companies a wage con- 
troversy that had extended over many 
months and several times had threat- 
ened to develop into strikes. 

The agreement extends to June 1, 
1930. Under its terms the employés 
are granted a wage increase of one 
cent an hour beginning June 1 of) 
this year and another boost of one 
cent on June 1, 1929. Insurance pro 
visions for the street car workers 
also are included in the settlement. 

Arbiters Hand Down Award. 

The wage award was handed down 
by Ald. Oscar F. Nelson and Guy A. 
Richardson, the two arbiters who were 
selected on Dec, 12, last, to adjust de- 
mands of the street car men for a 15 
cent an hour increase, a $1,000 life in- 
surance policy, and also a sick bene 
fit of $20 a week. Ald. Nelson repre- 
sented the employés and Mr. Richard- 
son the companies. 

Approximately 22,000 traction work- 
ers are affected by the wage award. 
Demands of the 5,000 employés of the 
elevated lines were automatically ad- 
justed by the award made for the sur- 
face lines workers. 

Insurance Starts Feb. 1. 

The surface lines will inaugurate 
the insurance provisions for their em- 
ployés on Feb. 1. They will include 
the $1,000 life insurance policy and 
the «$20 a week sick benefit. The 
latter becomes effective after an em- 
ployé has been ill for more than seven 
weeks, 

The insurance provision in the arbi- 
tration award does not imclude the 
employés of the elevated lines, it was 
announced. Mr. Richardson said that 
the award will cost the surface and 
elevated lines about $3,460,000 annu- 
ally, of which the elevated will pay 
for the traction employés is now 175 
cents an hour. | 

Plan Back Payments. 

Because of the practical impossi- 
bility of making insurance retroactive 
the surface lines will pay $35 to em- 
ployés whe were in service of the com- 
pany on June 1, 1927, and $12 to those 
who entered service betweer that date 
and Nov. 1, 1927. | 

It was said the arbiters computed 
the amount of money would have cost 
the surface lines in case the insurance 
provisions had been in effect since 
June 1, 1927. 

The contract of the street car men’s 
union with the companies expired on 
June 1, 1927. Demands of the em- 
ployés for a wage increase and in- 
surance provisions met with a counter 
proposal by the companies for a 5 cent 
an hour Wage cut. A strike was 
threatened. 

First Arbitration Fails. 

William D. Mahon, international 
president of the traction employés’ 
union, came to Chicago and offered ar- 
bitration in an effort to avert a walk- 
out. Judge Kickham Scanlon was se 
lected to represent the men while the 
surface lines selected E. J. Mcliraith, 
one of their engineers, to represent 
the employers on a board of arbitra- 
tion. The arbiters failed to agree on a 
third umpire, and again a strike of both 
surface lines and elevated lines em- 
ployés loomed early in December. 

Ald. Nelson and Mr. Richardson were 
then selected as arbiters on Dec. 12. 

Ald. Nelson said he had discussed the 
terms of the award with union officers 
and they had approved of its provi- 
sions.

ASK MORE TIME TO 
PAY BONDHOLDERS OF 
‘IRISH REPUBLIC” 


New York, Jan. 21.—(/)—Receivers 
for the $2,500,000 remainder of funds 
raised in this country to establish an 
Irish republic today applied in Su- 
preme court for an extension of time 
from Jan. 15 to June 15, so that they 


might republish the Supreme court de- 
cision of last June awarding the funds 
to bondholders. 

They said only 84,913 claims had been 
filed in response to 303,678 personal 
notices mailed to subscribers. Justice 
Peters issued an order directing the 
former trustees of the fund to show 
cause why the extension should not be 
granted. These include Eamon de 
Valera, Irish republican leader; Ste- 
phen G. O’Mara, the Neonan commit 
tee, and half a dozen banks in which 
the remainder of the money is depos 
ited. 

These funds are the balance of the 
$6,000,000 raised in two campaigns in 
the United States to establish a re- 
public on the Emerald isle. Of that 
sum, $3,500,000 was taken to 
and $500,000 was awarded to the Irish 
Free State after it became the recog: 
nized government.

700 MORE CRUELTY 
TO CHILDREN CASES | 
LISTED DURING 1927 


More than 700 more complaints of 
cruelty to children were received dur- 
ing 1927 than in the previous year, 
according to the report which will 
be presented at the annual meeting of, 
the Illinois Humane society on Feb. 
2 by George A, Hi. Scott, secretary. 

A total of 1.984 complaints, involv. 
ing cruelty to 4,831 children, were 
investigated by the society, whose ac- 
tion benefited 3,229, of that number. 
In the cases, the officers 
found no cause for complaint, the re- 
port states. - 

The society prosecuted and disposed 
of 322 cases in which children were 
concerned in juvenile, psychopathic, 
superior, criminal and municipal 
courts, 252 of those cases coming up 
m the Domestic Relations court. 

“ Domestic troubles, mainly nonsup- 
port and drunkenness, but including 


ousy, quarrels, religion and neighbor- 
hood gossip are most of the causes 
for cases appearing in domestic 
court,” explai.ed Mr. Scott. “ Many 
children are taken away from their 
parents and placed in homes: or with 
relatives. This last year we procured 
$1,338 a week as support money for 
305 children. 

Complaints come into the society 
from all over the United States and 
foreign countries asking aid in inves- 
tigating certain cases, Mr. Scott said.

Individual 
whites have always committed injuries against the 
natives, but the general course of government pro- 
cedure has been fair. 

It was certainly an irony that in removing some 
cf the Indians east of the Mississippi to lands west 
of it the reservations for the exiles should have 
included some of the richest oi] lands, but the In- 
@ians have gained the benefit of it. It would be a 
queer position to maintain that if Indians by gov- 
ernmerit grant are found upon sites needed for the 
development of the very life from which they 
Lenefit there should be no utilization of it; that 
power which the Indians cannot use should be 
wasted because they were there. 

An attempt to use needed resources is not in 
itself an outrage, but quite the contrary, and 
there is nothing in such procedure which need of 
itself do an injury to the Indians, but, again to the 


‘|eontrary, may be of actual service to them. 


MAKING A MODERN ARMY. 
The coming year will see intensive experimenta- 
tion by the war department in order to test out 
automotive and mechanical equipment and newer 
and more powerful weapons. The recently de- 
veloped semi-automatic rifies, anti-aircraft guns, 
and howitzers, the light, medium, and heavy tanks, 
and many types of trucks and tractors will be 
tried out under the hardest conditions.

While it is possible to do social service without 
being a Christian, it is impossible to be thoroughly 
a Christian and not do social service. But we ought 
to understand what social] service is. 

The chief emphasis of social service has been 
with those who are economically in trouble. Social 
agencies have drawn their clients mostly from the 
class below the level of financial independence, 
permanently or occasionally. The social worker 
usually gets no opportunity to work on a case 
uniess financial] distress dictates recourse to the 
social agency. Here is where the false conception 
arises that confines social service to one class and 
that thinks of social service merely as. relief or 
charity. As a matter of fact, however, social prob 
lems are found in every type of home and in indi- 
viduals of every class. 

As an illustration of social service among the 
wealthier class of people consider, for example, the 
distressing problem of old age in one of these well 
to do homes. Just because there is no need of pro- 
viding financial help old people are sometimes 
atowed to feel that they are useless. Love for a4 
grandmother may cause a mistaken effort to de- 
prive her of every little activity which she cher- 
ishes as a vital thread holding her to life. Likewise 
the broken home, the home of conflict, the way- 
ward child, the dominating parent are as character- 
istic of groups above the level of dependency as of 
those below it. Here the social worker is almost 
helpless. But here also the person with a social 
conscience and a knowledge of the bearing of facts 
to be observed is potentially a mighty force. 


In other words, Christian social service has to do 
first with the creation of an allegiance to those 
eternal values which are part of the Christian reve 
lation and which pertain to life temporal and eter- 
nal, upon which alone can be built the kingdom of 
God. Secondly, it is concerned with the applica- 
tions of those principles to specific situations where 
persons or groups are in any kind of distress. And 
that means that it can recognize no bounds of 
geography, race, color, or occupation as restricting 
the effort which must be made to enable every indi- 
vidual to develop to the fullness of his capacity. 
It is not charity in the ‘current use of that term. 
It is not uplift. It is not condescension. It is not 
patronage.

He might as well have said that the duties 
of an enforcement officer are best discharged by men 
of a grade of intelligence which giveithem neither 
questionings nor qualms and leaves them impervious 
both to the unpopularity and to the humor of their 
calling.

ticular man has a philosophy of life which enables 
him to take his job or lose it without demoraliza- 
tion. 

There are certain devices intended to help or 
compel persons to become effective members of 
society. They are educational, like the public school 
system; or corrective, like the penal system; or 
ameliorative, like the hospitals, homes, asylums, 
orphanages, and the like, maintained by state and 
private groups. 

If we take these three classifications into consid- 
eration a present day definition of social service 
would have to include the creation of correct meth- 
ods of treating sufferers from adverse eflvironment, 
a sustained interest in seeing these fnethods car- 
ried out, and intelligent checking up on the effec- 
tiveness of our present socia] devices, and a plan 
for preventing the recurrence in the future of those 
situations that call for the kind of help we are now 
giving. We must not only feed the bread line, we 
must prevent its repeating itself. We must not 
only rehabilitate the delinquent, we must prevent 
his duplication. We must not only do ambulance 
work, we must wipe out the conditions that bring 
it into existence. 

The right conception of social service is to have 
a view of life which stimulates us to that kind of 
action. Mere impulsive charitable mindedness Will 
not do. It does not give us a right relation to the 
problem nor does it supply us with equipment. Th 
question is not one of getting some to give of th 
superfiuity to those who lack. It is a question of 
making the idea of membership a working idea in 
society. And this is a direct challenge to the Chris- 
tian whose religion is built on the idea of the soli- 
darity of human beings, sons of a common Father, 
and therefore brothers to each other. Another 
Christian teaching is that the individual is of 
supreme worth in the eyes of God and therefore 
in the eyes of his followers. A society that treats 
scme individuals as persons and a great many 
others as parts of persons, as hands, for example, 
or so many mouths to feed, and not as personali- 
ties to develop, is not a Christian society. 


Christian social service is revolutionary in that 


which will be conserved the values for which it 
stands. It cannot bé content with an industrial 
system the aims of which are not Christian aims, 
the processes of which subject large numbers of 


'which remain in large measure in the hands of the 
few. It cannot rest content with a penal system 
that is built on no higher basis than an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth. It cannot rest content 
with a national] outlook which feeds the lust for 
war and keeps us in our international relations on 
a lower ethical plane than the one we have estab- 
lish@@ as neighbors on the same street. 

But if it is revolutionary it is not committed to 
any scheme whereby the new society can be ush- 
ered in.

Use must be made of every existing effort to help 
individuals and to obliterate detrimental conditions. 
Professional social work has the dignity of a sci- 
ence. Its methods are built upon observed data, 
formulated into general principles. It has as its 
aim the development of the individua] at least to 
the extent of getting him into normal relation with 
his envirohment. It is rightly a foe of indiscrimi- 
nate generosity which is stirred to action by a

Some people inherit red hair and some 
cross eyes, some pretty noses and some 
great brain power, and, finally, some 
inherit a tendency to beget twins. And 
that’s how it all comes about. That 
twinning is an inherited capacity is one 
of the pits of information that is es- 
tablished. But other facts about twin- 
ning and twins are now in the furnace 
of controversy from which, in time, soms 
truth will emerge. 

Jenkins of Chicago thinks that the tend- 
ency of mothers to bear twins increases 
with age. Young mothers have babies 
one at atime. The proportion of multi- 
ple births, twins, triplets and broods of 
larger size, increases with age, to reach 
the peak in the age period 35-40. The 
chiidren born to women over 40 are tco 
few to make safe conclusions based on 
calculations. 

The proportion of single births to 
twins is as 88 to 1. The figure for triple 
births is the square of 8% to 1. All of 
which is very interesting, but note the 
next point. When two children are born 
to the same mother at the same time you 
and I call them twins and consider the 


divides what we call twins into two 


mother at the same time. They are sep- 
arate individuals, no more alike than 
brothers or sisters born at different 
times. They just happen to have been 
conceived at the same time and to have 
begun living side by side a little earlier 
than is the case with ordinary brothers 
and sisters. They are not twihs in the 
scientific sense, though the scientist says 
it with a long word now that is hard 
to spell. 

On the other hand, if the two children 
born at the same time are of the same 
body—are developed from the same cel]— 
he calls them true twins, but he does it 
with another long word hard to spell. 


Dr. Jenkins tells us that the proportion 
of true twins born is the same at all 
ages—that is, young. mothers have as 
many true twins as older mothers do, 
and no more. These variations, in pro- 
portion according to age, relate not to 
true twins but to companionate twins, 
with apologies to Judge Lindsey and the 
Haldeman-Julius family. 

Another observation about which 
scientists are scrapping now relates to 
the methods of telling true twins from 
companionate twins. A German scientist 
says it can always be done, and with 
characteristic thoroughness he works out 
a scheme for the doing of it. His meth- 
od is found in the Journal of Heredity

YACHT HELPLESS 


IN OCEAN GALE; 
AID ON THE WAY 


Norfolk, Va., Jan. 21.—[Special.)— 
Helpless and at the mercy of a freezing 
northwesterly gale, the motor yacht 
Cutty Sark is helpless twenty miles 
south of Cape Lookout lightship. The 
coast guard cutter Modoc, dispatched 
from Wilmington; N. C., to assist the 
Cutty Sark reported by wireless that 
she was making slow progress. 

The Modoc was within fifty miles 
of the position given by the Cutty Sark 
in her calls for assistance at noon 
today, but late tonight had not reported 
sighting the helpless craft» The mes- 
sage for help stated that the yacht’s 
pumps were not working and she was 
drifting helplessly before a strong 
northwest gale. 

The Cutty Sark is owned by Alex- 
ander Smith of New York, formerly of 
Chicago, and was bound from that 
port for Charleston. She carries a 
crew of 11. 

Coast guard headquarters was of the 
opinion that the yacht was leaking 
or otherwise there would be no dan- 
ger if her pumps were just out of 
commission.

This Was the Idea Back 
_of Disturbances. 


{Chicage Tribune Services] 
AUCKLAND, New Zealand, Jan. 21.— 
- The Samoan iseands administration has 


- Just passed through a series of investi- ; 


gations, both from inside the islands 
and from a royal commission appoint- 
ed by New Zealand, which holds the 
Samoan mandate. The result was fa- 
vorable to the administration, and 
now the matter has been all washed 
Up and placed on record to evaporate 
from the public mind. However, dur 
ing the course of the investigation. 
matters came to light which tend to 
show that behind the smoke was a 
burning desire on the part of Samoan 
politiciahs ‘to secure practically self- 
government for the Samoans,” as the 
of the royal commission puts 
it, “and undoubtedly to frustrate and 
render ineffective the functioning of 
the administration.” 
The Samoan disturbances, which 
looked serious for a time, caused wide- 
spread interest among the population 
of the American Samoan group, as 
‘well as among officials of the United 
States navy, which governs American 
Samoa, 
British Samoan Group. 

The first note of discord come soon 
after the appointment of a new ad- 
ministrator to the so-called British Sa- 
moan group, which is controlled by 
the New Zealand government under 
mandate from the league of nations. 
Gen. Sir George Richardson was the 
appointee and his rule was called fair, 
‘his policy of “ paternal gentleness and 
benevolence ” effective. 

The disaffection of a section of na- 
tives and the European population 
took shape in the formation of a mau 
or citizens’ committee, led by O. F. 
Nelson, a member of the Samoan leg- 
islative council, a prominent trader 
and a half caste. This committee 


affairs. 

The committee made charges that 
amounted to calling the administrator 
a dictator, claiming that the members 
‘of the legislative .council were out- 


iness. .The cost of administration was 
said to be high, dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed with the medical services, and 
it was contended that the obligations 
to the natives incurred under the 
mandate were not being fulfilled. 


Prohibition Enforcement. 

With regard to the prohibition en- 
forcement, it was submitted that as 
New Zealand itself was wet, it had no 
right to make a dry territory of Sa- 
moa. To these charges were added 
others that the faipules, as the native 
chiefs appointed to codperate with the 
administration are calied, had been ap- 
pointed without the people of their re- 
spective distriets being consulted and 
that they had been guilty of miscon- 


ties. The order of the administration

Matters came to a head in July with 
news that Samoan chiefs of high rank 
had been “ deporteii” by the adminis- 
trator.

Six Months’ Gas 
Tax inU. S. Was 
Over $100,000,000 


TOTAL of $101,250,841 was col- 
lected in gasoline taxes from 

the motorists of the United 
States during the first six 
months of the year, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the American Motor- 
ists’ association in conjunction with 
the United States bureau of public 
roads. 
This tax was collected on the sele 


an average tax of $4.60 per motorist, 
for the six months period. Based on a 
per motorist basis, the figures show 
that each automobile in the country, 
the first six months, used an average 
of 180 gallons of gasoline, taxed at 
an average $4.50, the average gasoline 
tax for the entiré country being 2.55 
cents per gallon. 

Illinois is‘one of four states which 
did not pay a gasoline tax during the 
first half of 1927. Figures on the con 
sumption of gasoline for the first six 
months show that motorists of Illinois 
used 286,900,000 gallons of gasoline 
and ranked fifth as the largest con- 
sumers of gasoline. The leading state 
was California, which consumed 451,- 
796,681 gallons of gasoline. 

The figures were cited by President 
J. Borton Weeks of the association to 
show the proportion of taxes paid by 
the motorists of the country, compared 
with the annual expenditure of $75, 
000,000 for federal aid for highways, 
and as an argument for the repeal of 
the excise tax now collected by the fed- 
eral government on new automobiles. 


Mr. Weeks points out that the sum 
collected js only for one-half of the 
year, and that to this must be added 
more than $400,000,000 in taxes paid 
by the motorist for licenses, permits, 
personal property and other forms of 
property taxes. ;

RANK LOCKHART, outstanding 

American racing driver, who is 

building a car at the Stutz fac- 

tory at Indianapolis to attempt 
the world’s mile record, announces 
that he will make the attempt at 
Daytona Beach, Fla., between Feb.

crease of 156,000,000 barrels, or 14 per 
cent over 1926. The figures were an- 
nounced today by the commerce depart- 
ment after a survey of reports from all 
the principal producing companies. 

The greatest portion of the indmease 
occurred in the United States which 
brought up 905,800,000 barrels in the 
year, or 72.23 per cent of the total 
world’s supply, while in 1926 the Amer- 
icah production was 770,874,000 barrels, 
or 70 per cent of world productions. 

Russia also registered an increase in 
1927, reaching 72,400,000 barrels, as com- 
pared with 64,311,000 barrels the previ- 
ous year, while Venezuela nearly doubled 
its 1926 record, the figures for the two 
years being 64,400,000 barrels, against 
37,226,000 barrels. There was a sharp de- 
cline in Mexican production, which was 
placed at 64,200,000 in 1927, against 90,- 
421,000 in 1926.

Souls Marching On 


By H. L. Mencken. 
NE of the amusing and instructive phenomena of the 
great age in which we lItve ts the apparent conviction 
of the Best Minds of Boston that the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case has been disposed of, and will be heard of no 
more, That conviction oozes smugly from all the town news 
papers, and not infrequently it is reinfotced by belches of 
official satisfaction, Nevertheless, it remains unwarranted 


| 8nd -injudicious, and of a piece with the general belief late 


in 1918 that the Germans would be heard of no more. The 
Plain fact is that the Sacco-Vanzetti uproar, in its sweetest 
and worst forms, has yet to begin, and that no man can 
say, with only the current symptoms to guide him, how far 
it will go before it ends. 

What deceives the Boston Babbitts, I dare say, is that 
American labor took the trial and execution of the two men 
lying down—that in so far as it had any hand in the 
business at all it rather favored butchering them, guilty or 
not guilty. But all that that fact teaches the prudent is that 
American working men in times of great prosperity are 
Scarcely working men at all, but Babbitts—that they like 
to ‘think for themselves, not as oppressed, but as riding the 
‘world, and that they are thus impatient with those of their 
number who cry out warnings and see blood upon the moon. 

But that complacency lasts only as long as the full 
dinner pail and the brimming gas tank. The minute they 
cease to work they become working men again and full 
of a sensitive class consciousness, And the minute that 
class consciousness begins to devour them they seek villains 
to denounce and martyrs to venerate. There was a day when 
Terence V. Powderly served them in the latter office, and 
there was a time when Eugene V. Debs was the incumbent. 


‘The next time, I predict, they will turn to Sacco and Van- 


zetti—and for the first time they will have real martyrs, 
gloriously done to death. That time will come when the 
present wave of prosperity makes its first great, sloshing, 
devastating ebb. J 


Here I attempt no pronouncement upon the guilt or inno- 
cence of the departed gentlemen. I confess that I have never 
been able to make up my mind about it, though I am inclined 
to think that the burden of the known evidence is in their 
favor. But whether they. were guilty or innocent makes 
little difference: The point is that they were tried for their 
lives in a way that violated every rational concept of decorum 
and decency, and that their prosecution as men accused of 
felony was grossly corrupted by their persecution as men 
suspected of fomenting a proletarian revolution. ‘Nobody 
is in favor of such men so long as there is no conscious 
proletariat. But the moment a proletariat begins to clap its 
hand to its head and discover that it exists they become 
heroes. 

The question of their guilt, in the strictly legal sense, 
is irrelevant. The fact that John Brown was guilty is 
admitted today even by Oswald Garrison Villard, and no one 
argues any longer that he was hanged unjustly. Nor is it 
disputed, save by a few specialists in idealistic credulity, that 
he was, in general, a bad egg, with a record not unlike that 
of a hi-jacker or prohibition agent. But less than two years 
after his death he was the unseen leader of the mightiest 
host of men ever loosed on this continent, and for four long 
years his marching soul, or ectoplasm, or ghost, or essence, 
or whatever you choose to call it, bathed the land in blood. 

No doubt it jwill take longer to resurrect Sacco and Van- 
zetti, but that they will march again, soon or late, is almost 
certain. For the revolution of the spheres is bound to bring 
about a situa in which their highfalutin brand of salva- 
tion will sound immensely more plausible and poignant than 
it did while they were alive—and the Boston Brahmins, by 
burning them with such evident relish and animus, made it 
impossible forever to inquire soberly into the question whether 
they deserved to be burned at all. As martyrs they weré 
almost models. They were poor. They were a bit strange 
and exotic. They had the gift of mellifluous and eloquent 
utterance. So I predict that they are fated to leap from the 
tomb, and that there will be a great deal of pother in the 
republic before they are shoved back and decorated with 


appropriate monuments. 


My conviction of their resurrection is born of a belief 
that the next great uproar in the United States will be 
directed, not against congress or Wall street as in the past, 
but against the courts, and that Sacco and Vanzetti will 
serve it admirably as horrible examples of judicial folly and 
oppression. For the courts during the last decade or two 
have been doing more to the free American than any other 
agency has been doing to him, and it must be obvious to 
every one that suspicion of them and enmity to them are 
rolling up. There was a time when their curiously stupid 
pedantries bore harshly only upon small classes of. men, or 
upon larger classes only at rare intervals, but today, with 
prohibition and other such imbecilities to encourage them, 
they invade the common rights of man in a wholesale or 
beserker fashion, and so they become a nuisance to almost 
every one. 

"(The primary blame for all this, to be sure, does not rest 
upon the learned judges, but upon the legislators—mainly 
obvious rogues—who set them to enforcing unwise and un- 
popular laws, and upon the bureaucrats who bring them 
their grist of victims. But I think the public hostility to them 
is justified none the less, for it must be plain that they 
might have pulled all the teeth out of the new legislation if 
they had only had courage enough. They showed no such 
courage. Instead they accepted every legislative aberration 
gravely and essayed to give it legal reality, and pretty soon, 
debauched by their own casuistry, they began going even 
further. That is to say, they began making the new laws, 
by judicia] interpretation, even worse than they found them. 

This, I think, is a fair statement of the general trend 
of judge made law in the United States today. The solemn 
guarantees of the 
series of tortured and preposterous decisions, are now worth 
next to nothing. No sensible lawyer pleads them any more 
if he can help it. They become as archaic as the Institutes 
of Justinian. To mention them before a court of the higher 
sort of dignity becomes an ra 

There are, as yet, no open outbreaks against this gradual 
destruction of the Bill of Rights by the arts of legal sophistry, 
but it is certainly plain enough that there is widespread dis- 
satisfaction. That dissatisfaction extends to all classes, for 
all classes are more or less affected, especially by the prohi- 
bition decisions. But it is most marked, naturally enough, 
in those classes that are least able to get around the law, 
whether judge made or legislature made. The relatively 
poor man belfeves that he is getting a dirty deal, and in that 
belief there is a great dea] more reason than there ought to be. 

It is the judges, obviously, who will have to serve as 
shock troops the next time industrial unrest becomes gen- 
eral. In those areas where it has appeared they are already 
hard at work, steadily narrowing the Bill of Rights. Colo- 
rado is one such area. Its courts seem to recognize no limits 


whatever upon their privilege of injunction. When the’ 


general circus begins their example will find plenty of iml- 
tation. The alarmed Babbitts will demand succor, and the 


earned judges will try to give it to them. I believe that 
i arritimate result will be a dreadful uproar, and that before 


it is ofer schemes will be discussed for hamstringing the 
courts that would make even a parlor radical roll his eyes 


This movement, if precedent counts for anything, will

Genius Needs the Spur. 


' There must be something in the George Jean Nathan 
dictum that destructive criticism is the only kind that in- 
spires creative work. Make the potential genius mad, argues 
George, and you urge him to redoubled efforts. You have to 
either prick him or boot him into inspirational activity. 

A year ago come February, for instance, Fiorenz Ziegfeld 
was pretty mad. His then current “ Follies” production was 
as near a failure as any “ Follies’ had been for twenty years 
and his rivals were agog.

English Without a Don’t 
IDIOM 
By Wallace Rice. 

DIOM is either ignored in our grammars or held in disre- “ 
spect and for correction. In spite of this it is what 
makes our American language American, or our English, 

English. It is the sum and substance of the whole mat- 
ter. Hear the dictionaries. 

Webster says of it: “ The syntactical or structural form 
peculiar to any language; the genius or cast of a language ”: 
and more specifically: “ An expression conforming or appro- 
priate to the peculiar structural form of a language. An 
expression that is peculiar to itself in grammatical construc- 
tion; one the meaning of which as a whole cannot be derived 
from the conjoined meanings of its elements; thus, ‘ Monday 
week’ is an idiom signifying ‘the Monday a week after 
next Monday’; ‘many a’ is an idiom signifying ‘many taken 
distributively ’; ‘how are you?’ to ‘ what is the state of your 
health or feelings?’” 

The Dictionary of Modern English Usage (1926) says: “To 
suppose that grammatical English is either all idiomatic or 
all unidiomatic would be as far from the truth as that 


sometimes disagree about particular specimens of it .. . 
the fact is thatsthese are distinct, but usually in alliance.” 

Idiom, then, differs upon occasion from grammar and 
from logic. It may be grammatical or, logical or both, or 
ungrammatica] and logical, or ungrammatical and illogical; 
yet is good English. 

It follows further that a given locution may be grammat- 
ical and not good English, logical and not good English, 
not good English. It is no 


logical, it is not idiomatic., 


superior to grammar and to logic. 
Doesn't it seem worth considering in our schools?

ideas that led to the statement that 
Miss Anderson’s latest exhibition was 
a disappointment. In the first place, 
the portrait of the two boys is a lik- 
able group and one with which we are 
a little familiar, as it was seen last 
year. The boys are very natural, 
even though they are dressed up with 
a keen eye to perfect cleanliness and 
perfect manners. They look out at 
the world with grave, considering, 
friendly eyes and find the world good. 
But they are not angels. You know 
perfectly well that if you stepped up 


and said genially, “ Well, boys, tired 


of sitting? they would answer: “‘ Not 
so very. She,” with a nod at the 
sculptress, “gives us peppermint wheels 
and that makes it easier.” 

Human boys, with an eye, in spite 
of angelic appearances, to the right 
care of the inner man. Moralizing 
is all very well, but -when’s supper? 

Invested with Charm. 

This was one group of sculpture by 
Tennessee Mitchell Anderson that was 
invested with charm. There were 
several portrait heads of young girls 
that were equally charming. But 
there was also a tiny head of Arthur 
Aldis, which because, perhaps, it was 
so tiny, was almost dramatically re- 
pulsive. Then from that the eye slid 
along to the brutal head of a pugilist, 
of Negro extraction, apparently. After 
him there were other heads. An au- 
thor, a dramatist, one or two of the 
arts were epitomized under the digni- 
fied features of some nameless mascu- 
line portrait. 

One was struck by the strength of 
the modeling and the broadness of 
view of the sculptress. This was not all 
though. There were other heads, 
heads balanced on long brass columns 
like flattened snakes. You looked 
and wondered and dreaded that the 
insidious poison of modernism, at its 
most incredible, was perhaps licking 
at the imaginative vision, the kindly 
humor which, just a year ago, stamped 
Miss Anderson's work. Because of this 
threat of morbid sensationalism, the 
exhibit was disappointing. Because this 
peculiar drift did not seem to come 
to any satisfactory conclusion the 
vulgar expression, “bitten off more 
than she can chew,” sprang to mind 
and remained uncomfortably lodged 
with the other vivid sentiments 
aroused against the exhibit as a 
whole. You longed for the satire and 
whimsey which made her “ Prome- 
nade” the feature of an Arts club 
show two seasons or s0 ago. You 
wanted the clean vision and straight 
handling that gave us the portrait 
heads of last winter. The brags ser- 
pentlike necks cut acroas the confi- 
dences this artist had shared with 
you, and for her sake you wanted to 
shriek’ aloud: Stop—Danger—Go 
back! Perhaps she will.

A little of Renoir 
is suggested by the use of soft and 
rich and blurring colors; a little of 
Degas, but very little, though both 
men did paint ballet girls; a little of 
Fragonard, for the old world touch of 
artificiality and porcelainlike charm. of 
the figures. Notwithstanding the sug- 
gested relationships of the three 
Frenchmen, Mr. Shinn’s work remains 
his own. 

There are several fascinating 
glimpses of behind the baton, of the 
orchestra realizing the pretty mock- 
eries of those on the stage; there are 
scenes directly on the stage, either the 
ballet dancing or a singer taking an 
encore, or of a bit of pantomime, al! 
expressively done and charmingly 
done. There is a gay lady on a trapeze 
fiying far over the heads of the gaping, 
commonplace crowd. There are two 
performers, women, musicians, who 
are beyond price.

Milk for Breakfast,

if it is palatable and pleasing to you. 
For a child one may make what used 
to be called cambric tea. which is hot 
water colored a good deal with milk. 
We can eat ovr cereal, too, with 
milk, or we can use hot milk with our 
toast, if it happens to be agreeable to 
do so, some times, 

Big hominy, used as a cereal, ig one 
of the foods that it seems most natura! 
to eat with milk. Fresh hot breads 
can give us part of the milk that we 
need in our diet. Milk is not so much 
a food that serves us for the day's 
work, but it is one that protects us 
the year through. 

Porridge Breakfasts. 

Porridge and toast with fruit and 
coffee, to make it a flavorous break: 
fast, is an eminently modern and justi- 
fiable meal, It is not all modern be- 
cause some peoples of the world, not- 
ably the Scotch. who are energetically 
at work in every quarter of the globe, 
long since depended on their porridge 
breakfast for their day’s work, — 

An ancient Scotch traveler of 100 
years ago, describing his breakfast of 
oatmeal porridge with a slice of bread, 
said that it would fortify the traveler 
and afford more relief for the bilious 
and the dyspeptic and a few other 
invalids than the best prescription of 
a physician. , 

Bacon for Breakfast. 

One of the objections to bacon for 
breakfast is that it is so seldom cor- 
rectly cooked, After trimming the 
rashers of any smoked edges, if we will 
put them into a oold pan, and then 
over a medium hot fire, and will begin 
to turn them as soon as they are trans- 
parent, keeping this up with a pouring 
off of the fat until they are crisped and 
well cooked, we can get almost a stick 
of bacon that is as safe to eat as but-

Cooking Cereals, 

It is, on the whole, qa rare thing to 
get a cereal well cooked. It is hard 
to impessible to tell people how to do 
it unless they have an ideal in mind 
as to what the product should be. Bach 
cereal requires a different amount of 
water, but any cereal is best if cooked 
gently and long, with just the right 
amount of water. 

Some oatmeal] can be cooked in just 
twice its meaaure of water, and if 
cooked long enough will actually jelly 
when cold, but different quantities used 
have to have a little variation in the 
amount of water used with them, A 
small amount of oatmeal may be put 
in the top of a double boiler with twice 
ite measure of water, and after an 
hour, without stirring, be well cooked. 
But after two hours it would be better 
cooked and one might let it go on for 
four hours, at which time it would 
make a perfect jelly. But if the water 
in the jacket was boiling away, the 
conditions might be changed so much 
that the product would be something 
quite different from what we have de- 
scribed, It would be dry and it might 
even be more like baked oatmeal. And 
while we are mentioning this, let us 
say that oatmeal baked in a covered 
glass casserole rather gently and long 
is something else again, and quite de- 
licious. 


One Loaf Graham Bread. 

This can be used for toast to take 
the place of a bran muffin. One and 
aha) cups of sour milk, one-half cup 
of molasses, one teaspoon of salt, one 
level tenspoon of soda dissolved in a 
little of the milk, two cups of graham 
flour not sifted, one-half cup white 
flour. Beat the sour milk thoroughly 
with an egg beater. Beat the mixture 
thoroughly. The most thorough effects 
are secured by beating in the flour s 
part at a time. ’ 

Put into a bread tin and bake slow- 
ly one hour. To prevent a hard crust 
from forming on the top of the loaf 
wet the outside of a large spoon with 
cold water and pat over the top of the 
batter before putting it Inte the oven 
This also makes a smooth surface 
rather than a ragged one, It is not a 
‘holly commendable custom to rub a 
loaf of bread with butter when itt 
comes from the oven, but it enriches 
a loaf and when it is not baked per 
fectly it will prevent the hard crust 
from separating from the soft crumb 
when the bread is sliced. A compact

Before putting the under- 
arms and shoulder seams together, set 
the plaited sections in place, using 
French seams. Then the plaitg, are 
laid—-perforations and notches the 
pattern showing exactly how. After 
the plaits have been pinned, baste each 
one from top to bottom and allow the 
bastings to remain in until the is 
finiahed. A diagonal clipping should 
be made at the top of each seam edge 
where the plaits are to be set in.

Strang Steel, M. P., 
in the Empire Forestry Journal, says 
the Union government has decided te 
plant 10,000 acres of trees annually in 
its new scheme of afforestation, miany 
of which will be California pines. 

In New Zealand the government is 
continuing experiments which may re- 
sult in the afforestation of 5,000,000 
acres of séemi-waste land in the next 
twenty-five years. If this program 
should prove possible of execution the 
dominion, instead of having to import 
large quantities of timber, as at pres 
ent, from the Pacific coast of the Unit- 
ed States and elsewhere, eventually 
may have a fair surplus for export, 
Maj. Steel predicts.

for the discreet use of lace and other gentling devices of 
the mode have certainly made most of us easier to look at, 
and have benefited the couturiers by allowing them to 
employ more of their creative, collective imaginations. 

As usual there are ways to employ lace and increase the 


cachet of a modef, and there are ways that are forbidden. 
A certain amount of discretion and taste has to be on the 
job. I saw a certain Marquise come into the Ritz the other 


day wearing a black velvet afternoon frock the shirred skirt 


of which was one-half ecru lace. As she wore her laces, it 


was another good vogue gone wrong. There was entirely 
too much lace for any kind of agreeable or smart effect. 


Another woman was present in the Brialix gqwn shown 
on the first figure of our sketch. What a difference! Here, 
lace is used in the finest proportions, and the way* that is 


approved by the great Paris 
clients. Brialix has made this frock of 
one of the favored materials of the new season, with 
straight and slender bodice into which are set three motifs 
of ecru lace on a black tulle ground, these motifs forming 
a rounded yoke below the round neck. 

The sleeves have elbow deep faring cuffs of this ecru 


side by the floating panel of lace which also falls below the 
hemline. Graceful and novel is the draped sash whicb 
marks a high waistline on the left side and a low hipline 
on the right. 

One of the approved ways of wearing laces on daytime 
dresses in Paris is lace ruffled cuffs. Small collars 
of lace’ are also sometimes employed with such cuffs. The 
laces are invariably of delicate and fine patterns. 

The second model shown in our sketch is a Drecoll frock 
illustrating the use of ruffles of lace as decoration for the 
sleeves of a simple frock of black velvet. These ruffles are 
of ochre lace and there is a narrow cuff of the lace at the 
wrists. The surplicing of the blouse and thé fitted sleeves 
with their extreme simplicity serve to set these ruffles off 
nicely. The skirt of this model is made of a series of 


gores which widen toward the hemline, thus giving a flare .

Lace as a trimming is doing a great work of restitution 
to elegance on the simple thé dansant frock of georgette 
or crépe. If you have in your wardrobe one of those tod 


~——plain dresses, add a bit of lace to the mixture and you will 


have the thrill of dressing an old mode new. Our third 
model, which is one of these crépe georgette pance frocks 


of the new order, will give you an idea of how Paris uses 


lace for this kind of costume. 


This dress is made of mulberry colored crépe, with a 


bloused waist, having for trimming a round collar of ecru 
lace and an ecru feather flower on the shoulder. The skirt 


. is a straight slip, over which are placed two tiers. The upper 


tier is of shirred georgette at the sides, and has a curved 
ruffle of ecru lace at the front and back. The lower tier has 
ruffies of lace at the sides, and the straight georgette skirt 
is visible at the front and back. 


Another way in which Paris employs lace to give elegance - 
to the unadorned frock for afternoon or evening is shown 


on ourfourth figure. This is a coat of brown lace, having a 
bronze thread running through the pattern, and it is a 
creation of Cheruit. It makes elegant the simplest frock 
,and may be removed at will. Cheruit cleverly cuts the coat 
with the upper part like a dinner jacket, fastened with one 
button at the waistline. The skirt of this coat is made of 
two tiers of very full ruffled lace, and both tiers dip in 
points in the back, which is the favored line of Cheruit for 
her evening clothes.

Porridge Breakfasts. 


_ Porridge and toast with fruit and 
coffee, to make it a flavorous break- 


fast, is an eminently modern and justt- 
fiable meal. It is not all modern be- 
cause some peoples of the world, not- 
ably the Scotch, who are energetically 
at work in every quarter of the globe, 
long since depended on their porridge 
breakfast for their day’s work. 

An ancient Scotch traveler of 100 
years ago, describing his breakfast of 
oatmeal porridge with a slice of bread, 
said that it would fortify the traveler 
and afford more relief for the bilious:

Bacon for Bréakfast. - 


One of the objections to bacon for 
breakfast is that it is so seldom cor- 
rectly cooked. After trimming the 
rashers of any smoked edges, if we will 
put them into a cold pan, and then 
over a medium hot fire, and will begin 
to.turn them as soon'as they are trans- 
parent, keeping this up with a pouring 
off of the fat until they are crisped and 
well cooked, can get almost a stick 
of bacon that is as sdfe to eat as but- 
ter. But it is not cooked in a flashy 
way. Its crispness and desirable sur- 
face character has come from being 
cooked long enough. P 

It is all very well to talk about curls 
of bacon, but a curly rasher of bacon 
is unevenly cooked, in most cases. The 
appetizing odor of bacon is of value 
to the person of indifferent interest in 
breaxfast, but it will not have thts. 
odor if it is poorly cooked.

Cooking Cereals. 

It is, on the whole, @ rare thing to 
get a cereal well cooked. It is hard 
to impessible to tell people how to do 
it unless they have an ideal in mind 
as to what the product should be. Each 
cereal requires a different qafmount of 
water, but any cereal is best if cooked 
gently and long, with just the right 
amount of water. 


Some oatmeal can be cooked in just 


twice its measure of water, and if 
cooked long enough will actually jelly 


when cold, but-different quantities used | 


have to have a little variation in the 
amount of water tsed with them. A 
small amount of oatmeal may be put 
in the top of a double boiler with twice 
its measure of water, and after an 
hour, without stirring, be well cooked. 
But after two hours it would be better 
cooked and one might let it go on for 
four hours, at which time it would 
make a perfect jelly. But if the water 
in the jacket was boiling away, \the 
conditions might be changed so much 
that the product would be something 
quite different from what we have de- 
scribed. It would be dry and it might 
even be more like baked oatmeal. And 
while we are mentioning this, let us 
say that oatmeal baked ‘in a covered 
glass casserole rather gently and long 
is something else again, and quite de- 
licious. 
One Loaf Graham Bread. 

This can be used for toast to take 
the place of a bran muffin. One and 
a hal cups of sour milk, one-half cup 
of molasses, one teaspoon of salt, one 
level tezspoon of soda dissolved in a 
little of the milk, two cups of graham 
flour not sifted, one-half cup white 
flour. Beat the sour milk thoroughly. 
with an egg beater. Beat the mixture 
thoroughly. The most thorough effects 
are secured by beating in the flour a 
part at a time. 

Put into a bread tin and bake slow- 
ly one hour. To prevent a’ hard crust | 


wet the outside of a large spoon with 
cold water and pat over the top of the 
batter before putting it into the oven 
This also makes a smooth surface 
rather than a ragged one. ‘It is not 4 
vholly commendable custom to rub a 
loaf of bread with butter when it 
comes from the oven, but it enriches 
a loaf and when it ig not baked per 
fectly it will prevent the hard crust 
from separating from the soft crumb 
when the bread is sliced. A compact

After serv- 
his time at the trade, he decided 
to set up in business for himself in 
Albany. Finding it difficult to obta’. 
a sufficient amount of work to make 
the business profitable, he decided to 
ve to New York City, where he 
ted on Broad street, which was 
n the center of the cabinet making 


~~ 
Again his business did not thrive, 
he catered only to the ultra-rich of 
York and work did not prove 
plentiful. .Becoming discouraged, he 


‘Was just on the verge of returning to 


Albany when one of his clientéle per- 
suaded him to remain, promising him 
financial support if necessary, as well 
as recommending him to her friends. 
Thus encouraged, he remained in New 


_, York City, later to become one of the 


best known early American cabinet 
makers. 

' From a modest, struggling cabinet 
making business, grew the ultimate 
firm of Duncan Phyfe & Son, which 


‘ employed a hundred or more journey- 


men cabinet makers. It is interesting 
to note that the present Hudson Termi- 
nal building in New York City is lo- 
cated on the site of Duncan Phyfe’s 
‘cabinet making establishment. Seven 
years prior to isis death, which oc- 
curred Aug. 16, 1854, Duncan Phyfe 
sold his business and retired. 
According to various records, the 
number of actual existing pieces of 
furniture created by the hands of Dun- 
‘can Phyfe would not exceed 100. The 
majority of these pieces are now in the 
possession of m@eums and private col-

especially during the period of his 
best work, which is known as the 
Adam-Sheraton and dates from 1795 
to about 1818. His work went through 
two other transitional periods, one the 
American empire, from 1818 to 1830, 
and the other the “butcher furni- 
ture,” dating from 1830 to 1847. This 
last mentioned term was applied by 
Phyfe himself to the overdecorated 
and massive nondescript furniture of 
carved rosewood so prevalent at that 
time. 

The majority of the finest of Dun- 
can Phyfe’s examples of work were 
produced prior to 1812. From that 
time on his designing more or less 
retrograded. It did not come about 
by choice, however, but was virtually 
forced upon him by necessity, for his 
business was never so thriving that 


the Cuban and Santo Domingan ma- 
hogany logs which he used. He was 
careful to allow his lumber to season 
well before han it, which resulted 
in non-wWarping and well constructed 
furniture. His veneering, aiso, dis- 
played skillful Workmanship. <The ma- 
jority of Duncan’s Phyfe’s furniture 


was constructed of mahogany though — 


he uSed some satinwood and bird's-eye 
maple and later rosewood, as style de- 
manded. 


His principal creations in the line of 
furniture were chairs, setteés or sofas, 
tables and sideboards. Probably one 
of the most characteristic motifs in 
Duncan Phyfe’s furniture désigning is 
the lyre, the strings of which were 
either of brass or whalebone. He also 
displayed remarkable skill in the use 


he could afford to be master of his own--of. most graceful and delicately pro- 


artistic desires. In order still to main- 
tain his business he found it neces- 
sary to follow the popular trend of the 
times in furniture “ styles.” 


Though Phyfe's furniture designing 
may eventually have to some degree. 
degenerated, his construction always 
remained of the highest quality. He 
Was a true craftsman in this respect 
and found joy in working with the 
best mahogany wood obtainable. most 
of which was imported from the West 
Indies. It is said of him that he paid 
as high as $1,000 apiece for some of

Quite as well known 
as the lyre motif is the acanthus 
which he used freely on the legs of 
sofas, table pedestals and other pieces 
of furniture.

The important feature of this radio 
hand was, of course, the partnership 
bidding. In his discussion of correct

full information as to the character of 
their respective hands. Whenever pos- 
sible, partners should continue to bid 
until their objective is obtained, 
namely, the best bid for game with 
their combined hands.”’ 

Although the play of this hand pre- 
sented no difficulties, it was note- 
worthy for one feature; that is, the 
avoidance of a finesse when game was 
assured without it and loss of game 
would have been risked by taking it. 
No player of Mr. Scott’s caliber would

Brialix has made this frock of black erépe satin, 
one of the favored materials of the new season, with,» 
straight and slender bodice into which are set three motifs 
of ecru lace on a black tulle ground, these motifs forming 
a rounded yoke below the round neck. 
The sleeves have elbow deep flaring cuffs of this ecw 
lace, which, with its foundation of black, is very discreet 
and at the same time elegant. The skirt of this model is 
cut a bit on the circular, and is given a flare at the right 
side by the floating panel of lace which also falls below the 
hemline.

HE key position of the Roman 
wall of the American republic 
in the revolution was - West 
Point. Its importance was rec- 
Ognized after Saratoga, when the in 
yvasion from Canada had. been stopped. 
It was then realized that the defense 
might have been a failure if the 
British had thrown an adequate force 
up the Hudson to join at Albany with 
the army which came from the north. 


The waterway communication from 
the St. Lawrence to New York harbor 
passed through the ramparts of the 
Highlands, and at West Point there 
were peculiar advantages for holding 
the river. It was a decisive point be- 
eause the river was narrow, about 
1,400 feet wide. A sharp bend there 
mage what was called “ almost a re- 
entering angie.” A ship in rounding 
the point from the south lost head- 
Way and that, with the contraction 
in, the shore, affored an opportunity 
to stretch and maintain a great chain. 


After Saratoga, Washington in- 
structed Gen. Putnam to consult with 
the French engineer, Lieut. Col. Ra- 
diere, Gen. Parsons and Gov. Clinton 
of New York, and fortify suitable posi- 
tions to make it impractical for the 
enemy again to try to ascend the 
waterway. With it protected, a repeti- 
tion of the Burgoyne campaign would 
not be regarded as feasible, communi- 
cations with New England would be 
kept open and the whole region above 
New York City protected.

Washington's Ideas. 

Washington, who knew self-interest 
to be the soundest basis for patriot- 
ism and frequently said so, had not 
discovered it in Arnold. Washington 
liked self-seeking men if they con- 
formed to principles and dependabi'- 
ity. He was a sound rural realist, 
not a city radical. He believed in 
appealing to the idealism of men, but 
in supporting that appeal with boun- 


ties, liberal pay, comfortable quar. 
ters, promotion and advancement in 
,rank, pensions, land grants, and per- 
quisifes. | 


Thus with a judicious mixture of. 


idealism and realism a devoted soldier 
Was sought, one to rely upon. He 
never crowded idealism too far. It 
rested on acres, worldly rewards, re 
munheration for wounds and years of 
service. It was not all stained giass. 
A great deal of it was beef and to- 
bacco. Preferment as well as praise. 
Farm land as well as congressional 
citations. His men were not coddling 
themselves. The civilians were. A 
compensated fireside was his idea of 
the ideal of military service, but it 
“had to be unflinching and uncompro- 
mising service. . 

This generous, practical ideal of his 
was the basis of the Arnold conspiracy. 
It caught Washington on his most lib- 
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eral, understanding side. He had been 
so distressed by #mall and big intrigues 
addressed against himeself that he had 
sympathy for another brave soldier 
caught in the miserable complications 
of genlousy, vindictiveness, and mean- 
ness,

Arnold’s Character. 
Arnold had been so caught, and he 


‘ was not of a nature to tolerate it for- 


ever. Possibly he was too’ fond of 
money. Undoubtedly he was unstable 
and lacked moral character. He was 
too highly egocentric. He was too fond 
of himself in one way, possibly in all 
ways, .although his personal courage 
would indicate a spendthrift in the 
essential of life. 

He was one of the rare humans who, 
without military discipline, have no 
personal fears in battle. An officer's 
cede is supposed to instill that, or a 
soldier’s discipline to do it. Arnold 
had neither when he became one of 
the greatest leaders of assault troops 


‘in American history. When he began 


his military career the American mill- 
tary tradition was largely one of fight- 
ing behind protections, with legs cov- 
ered with earthworks. 

That was home guard and militia 
tradition, and good enough so far as it 
went. Arnold was an assault man, 
just as Anthony Wayne was. He could 
carry that barely understandable ex- 
pedition against Quebec up through 
the Maine and Quebec wilderness in 
early winter. 

He made the water attack on Carle- 
ton’s superior force on Lake Cham- 
plain off Valceur island to stop, if he 
could, the first attacks from Canada. 
He animated both the open fighting 
battles with Burgoyne in the fleld 
near old Saratoga. He had impetuos- 
ity, cool daring, devoted courage and 
self-sacrifice. 

He could take a regiment or‘a bri- 
gade out of the hands of its command- 
er—and at Saratoga he did—and make 
it do things it had not dreamed of 
doing until he led it.

OOD is a first essential of life. 
eDo not debase it! How I would 
dike to print these statenients in

Be debase food is to debase ourselves. 


To be thoughtless and indifferent about 


the material we are forever making 
ver into ourselves is debasing. First 
Gnd surely, it debasés our bodies and 
then al! our faculties. Every meal we 
eat looks to the fvture good or ill of 
Our bodies, If right, it even braces our 
more! intentions, if we have any. 
&.pear ago, after a lecture I had 
_ Biven out of town, a Woman came past 
mie and said: “I like the dignity you 
Bive to cookery.” I was so sorry that 
Others came along rapidly and that 
2 could not talk with her, or even 
know. her name. She could have helped 
me. Her remark had pleased me the 
more because I had been entertaining 
my audience on the subject of cookery. 
At any rate, they seemed entertained 
and had iaughed often. And yet I be- 
Heve I had shown that we may even be 
theological! and highly moral about all 
eur food concerns. 


>To give an illustration of the need 
for a moral intention about food, let

' Whether we eat a porridge break- 
fast, or a toast and cofiee breakfast, 
or a hot bread and marmalade and cof- 
fee breakfast, or a bagon and egg 
breakfast, or a buckwheat cake break. 
fast, it is our boundenh duty to eat a 
real and adequate moral breakfast, but 
some of these combinations are much 
More moral than others, and each and 
every food mentioned can be used in 
one breakfast. A boy, for instance, in 
his day’s activities, can easily use up 
4,000 calories of food, while his father 
and mother may not need any more 
than from 2,500 to 3,000 calories. And 
though all these foods be combined in 
one breakfast there can profitably be 
added another food which has practi- 
cally no caloric value whatever, but is 
highly essential to health. We are fe- 
ferring to fruit. 

A porridge and milk breakfast is >f 
the highest worth for children, but 
some toast along with it not only adds 
additional fuel or energy food but 
gives that opportunity for chewing 
which is so vital t. the health of the 
mouth. But the porridge must be 
palatable, neither too stiff nor too 
sweet, or it cannot do its moral duty. 
The butter on the toast, we might say. 
prepares us for bearing our burdens 
because it is high in caloric values. 

The popular pancake is all right as 


breakfast food people know 


how to cook it, but it presents insi ll- 
ous dangers when it comes to us from 
a kitchen blue with smoke from the 
griddle on which it is 
may be rendered similarly unsafe if it 
is cooked to the accompaniment of 
smoke, and it ‘is pretty well agreed 
that because of its concentrated fats, 
which may so easily become unsafe 5y 
cooking, it is not the best breakfast 
food for a sedentary worker. 

More oxygen or more out of doors 
activity is needed to set it on its way

After Breakfast Troubles. 

People who would avoid the not in- 
freyuent discomfort of the middle of the 
forenoon need to give great attention to 
the breakfast question. If they insist 
on having a cup of coffee only, they 
may expect to have ability to work 
perhaps one hour, or perhaps a little 
more, according to their constitution 
and ability to utilize food, but they wil? 
not have energy for a whole four or 
five hours’ work, an: the oftener they 
depend on such a breakfast the more 
they wear themSelvés to a point where 
it will be totally inadequate.

For a child one may make what used 
to be called cambric tea, which is hot 
water colored a good deal with, milk. 
We can eat our cereal, too, with 
milk, or we can use hot milk with our 
toast, if it happens to be agreeable to 
do so, some times. 

Big hominy, used as a cereal, is one 
of the foods that it seems most natural 
to eat with milk. Fresh hot breads 
can give us part of the milk that we 
need in our diet. Milk is not so much 
a food that serves us for the day’s 
work, but it is one that protects us 
the year through. 

Porridge Breakfasts. 


Porridge and toast with fruit and 
coffee, to make it a flavorous break- 
fast, is an eminently modern and justi- 
fiable meal. It is not all modern be- 
cause some peoples of the world, not- 
ably the Scotch, who are energetically 
at work in every quarter of the globe, 
long since depended on their porridge 
breakfast for their day’s work. 

An ancient Scotch traveler of 100 
years ago, describing his breakfast of 
oatmeal porridge with a slice of bread, 
said that it would fortify the traveler 
and afford more relief for the bilious 
and the dyspeptic and a few other 
invalids than the best prescription of 
a physician. 

Bacon for Breakfast. 

One of the objections to bacon for 

breakfast is that it is so seldom cor- 
rectly cooked. After trimming the 
rashers of any smoked edges, if we will 
put them into a cold pan, and then 
over a medium hot fire, and will begin 
to turn them as soon as they are trans- 
parent, keeping this up with a pouring 
off of the fat until they are crisped and 
well cooked, we can get almost a stick 
of bacon that is as safe to eat as but- 
ter. But it is not cooked in a flashy 
Way. Its crispness and desirable sur- 
face character has come from being 
cooked long enough. 
_ It is all very well to talk about curls 
of bacon, but a curly rasher of bacon 
is unevenly cooked, in most cases. The 
appetizing odor of bacon is of value 
to the person of indifferent interest in 
breaxfast, but it will not have this 
odor if it is poorly cooked. 

We get exactly the same food ele- 
ments from the butter on our toast 
and the cream in our coffee, but since 
the using of several Yats in our cook- 
ing is often advantageous to flavor. 
perhaps the mingling of the severa! 
fats on our breakfast menu may have 
some worth. At any rate, each will 
contribute an appetizing element, and 
it is appetite we need, as well as food. 
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to make a meal a success and forward 
it on its way. 
Cooking Cereals. 

It is, on the whole, a rare thing to 
get a cereal well cooked. It is hard 
to impessible to tell people how to do 
it unless they have an ideal in -mind 
as to what the product should be. Each 
cereal requires a different amount of 
water, but any cereal is best if cooked 
gently and long, with just the right 
amount of water. 

Some oatmeal can be cooked in just 
twice its measure of water, and if 
cooked long enough will actually jelly 
when cold, but different quantities used 
have to have a little variation in the 
amount of water used with them. A 
small amount of oatmeal] may be put 
in the top of a double boiler with twice 
its measure of water, and after an 
hour, without stirring, be well cooked. 
But after two hours it would be better 
cooked and one might let it go on for 
four hours, at which time it would 
make a perfect jelly. But if the water 
in the jacket was boiling away, the 
conditions might be changed so much 
that the product would be something 
quite different from what we have de- 
scribed. It would be dry and it might 
even be more like baked oatmeal. And 
while we are mentioning this, let us 
say that oatmeal baked in a covered 
glass casserole rather gently and long 
is something else again, and quite de- 
licious. 

One Loaf Graham Bread. 

This can be used for toast to take 
the place of a bran muffin. One and 
a hal: cups of sour milk, one-half cup 
of molasses, one teaspoon of salt, one 
level teaspoon of soda dissolved in a 
little of the milk, two cups of graham 
flour not sifted, one-half cup white 
flour. Beat the sour milk thoroughly 
with an egg beater. Beat the mixture 
thotoughly. The most thorough effects 
are secured by beating in the flour a 
part at a time. i 

Put into a bread tin and bake slow- 
ly one hour. To prevent a hard crust 
from forming on the top of the loaf. 
wet the outside of a large spoon with 
cold water and pat over the top of the 
batter before putting it into the oven. 
This also makes a smooth surface 
rather than a ragged one. It is not 4 
vholly commendable custom to rub a 
loaf of bread with butter when it 
comes from the oven, but it enriches 
a loaf and when it is not baked per- 
fectly it will prevent the hard crust 
from separating from the soft crumb 
when the bread is sliced. A compact 
slice can be obtained with good work.

_ Again his business did not thrive, 
for he catered only to the ultra-rich of 
‘New York and work did not prove 
“plentiful.

“financial support if necessary, as well 


“as recommending him to her friends.

«we From a modest, struggling cabinet 
making business, grew the ultimate 


firm of Duncan Phyfe & Son, which 


_Smployed a hundred or more journey- 
men cabinet makers. It is interesting 
“to note that the present Hudson Termi- 
“nal building in New York City is lo- 
“cated on the site of Duncan Phyfe’s 
“cabinet making establishment. Seven 
“years prior to his death, which oc- 
“eurred Aug. 16, 1854, Duncan Phyfe 
‘sold his business and retired.

of most graceful and delicately pro- 
portioned curves as applied to his 
chairs, sofas and tables. In this re- 
spect he was distinctly different from 
Sheraton, who confined himself to 
straight lines and angles solely. Ma- 
hogany, as a medium of artistic ex- 
pression in the hands of Duncan Phyfe, 
could not be surpassed. He could

bring out its texture and color in 
carved and plain surfaces as no other 
eabinetmaker has done. The use of 
Srass mountings by Phyfe were con- 
fined to those of only delicate and fine 
design which is representatively dis- 
played in the brass lion paws that he 
used on the feet@f table legs. 

Simple moldings and reedings are 
characteristic of his furniture. Paral- 
lel rows of reedings are to be found 
on the legs and arms of chairs, sofas 
and tables, givirig a very delicate and 
slender effect to the curving lines of 
his furniture. Quite as well known 
as the lyre motif is the acanthus 
which he used freely on the legs of 
sofas, table pedestals and other pieces 
of furniture. It is apparent that these 
two motifs were inspired by the c 
ca] feeling of the French empire furpi- 
ture which developed during the re 
of Napwleon. In fact, all of Phyfe’s 
best examples of furniture manifest a 
decided feeling for the classi in 


decoration and design, which accoypnts | 


for its delicacy, refinement and splen- 
did proportions.

- On that day the great 
Boelke arrived at the 
airdrome at Kovel. 

The day after his ar- 

vival at Kovel, Boelke, 
wearing the star of the order Pour le Merite, called 
at Richthofen’s quarters. 

“Would you like to go with me to the Somme 
and see some real fighting? ” Boelke inquired. Richt- 
hofen almost fell on his\neck. Three days later he 
was speeding across Germany on a train with his 
greatest wish fulfilled. 

The jagdstaffel reached the Somme basin during 
the second week of September, and Boelke began at 
once to inculcate a new fighting spirit into his cubs. 


T was the 17th of September, and a gloriously 
fine day, when the jagdstaffel, the first of the 
famous German flying circuses, went into battle. 

It was the date on which young Richthofen was to 
taste blood officially in the air for the first time. 

They did not have to go far before sighting the 

enemy. 

Richthofen counted seven planes in the enemy 


_ formation, which contained units of the Eleventh 


squadron of the Royal Flying corps, composed of 
heavy bombing planes and an escort of two seater 
fighting planes of the F. E. type. The English flew 
steadily on their mission of destruction behind the 
German lines. | 

Boelke and Richthofen and three more of the 
jagdstaffel approached the squadron cautiously, for 
the purpose of making a preliminary inspection.

Richthofen followed immediately behind. The

At its controls was Second Lieutenant L. B. F. 
Morris, and in the observer’s seat behind him was 
Lieut. T. Rees. Both were youngsters. Rees manned 
a Lewis machine gun, mounted on a turnable pivot, 
‘and Morris had another Lewis fixed to the fuselage 
and shooting forward through the propeller arc. 

Richthofen’s plane was a single seater and speedier. 
His two machine guns were fixed to the fuselage 


and fired forward through the propeller. \ 
He approached within fifty yards of the English 
plane and opened fire.

Appearing to accept failure, Richthofen dived into 
a cloud.
